QUEBEC (CUP) - The 72 Phy- 
chology students at Laval Uni- 
versity have temporarily su.- 
ponded the strike which they 
began September 23. 

Claiming that the vice-rector, 
Lorenzo Roy had offered to insti- 
tute temporary measures to be- 
nefit their department, tbcy said 
that they welcomed the open 
spirit which the authorities had 
shown towards tlicm. 

The students liad demanded 
autonomy for their department, 
now part of the faculty of edu- 
cation. 

They warned the . administra- 
tion, however, that they would 
resume the strike if the com- 
mission now studying their pro- 
blem did, not bring In suitable 
solutions after a "reasonable 
delay".

Douglas promises 
total fee abolition 

SUDBURY (CUP) - Nev^ Demo- 
' crattc Party leader T.C. Douglas 
has pledged free university ed- 
ucation OS a major plank In his 
election platform. 

He said that the number of 
young Canadians- getting higher 
education — 0.9 per cent of 

tliosc between 18 and 24 years 
of age — was far too low to meet 
the economy's needs for scien- 
tists, teachers, and otlier pro- 
fessional people. 

Mr. Douglas would offer the 
provinces a choice of outright 
grants or tax abatements that 
would aUow them to remove all 
tuition fees from universities 
and technical colleges. 



Shaw reported an "alarming" 
increase this year in the num- 
ber of homeowners who refuse - 
to rent to foreign studeiils^^Ho ' 
estimated that the number of 
landlords refusing to sign a stu- 
dent-housing form, agreeing to 
accept students regardless of 
race or creed, had jumped from 
0 to 17 per cent. He said there 
arc still 50 students looking for 
housing and a majority of these 
we foreign.

Mr. Smith In London 

Prime Minister ion Smilh of Southern 
Rhodesia is in Britain to discuss whether 
Britain will continue to support white^suçre^ 
mocy in Africa. The meetings with ■ Primeï 
Minister Wilson will affect not only the fate 
of Southern Rhodesia, but also that of a 
number of other African States. 

The quarter of a million • Europeans iri 
Southern Rhodesia are fighting to retain 
control over the four million Africans in the 
country, and look to independence as a 
means of tightening that control. There is 
little doubt that independence is on the 
way, but the question is under what terms 
it will be reached. 

Britain has, in the past, insisted on 
• certain guaraiitees before granting indepen- 
dence, guarantees such as political and 
economic freedoms for the block population 
of Southern Rhodesia. These demands arc, 
of course, unthinkable to the supporters of 
Verwoerd in South Africa. 

Smith claims there is room for negotia- 
tion with Britain before Southern Rhodesia 
is forced to declare unilateral independence. 
He is wrong. There is no room for negotia- 
tion, and Wllson^most make this clear in 



the course of the current meetings. There 
is too much at stake for him to play to the 
syiiiiipathies of those who see Smith as a 
nqsty;- but nonetheless useful representative 
t.of European civilization and interests. A 
■^white supremacist Southern Rhodesia, with 
a free and independent hand would place 
a wide band of vyhite supremacy right 
across the southern end of the African con- 
tinent. It would enhance the position of 
South Africa and dim the hopes of those 
fighting for independence in the neighbour- 
ing Portuguese colonies of Angola and Mo- 
zambique. It would undoubtedly encourage 
those in England who forced the newly- 
passed curb an "Commonwealth" (i.é. 
Jamaican) immigration. 

Prime Minister Wilson cannot claim, " in 
this case, that Britain is powerless to act 
alone. Southern Rhodesia is heavily depen- 
dent on exports to Britain, and a British 
boycott would probably plunge Smith's 
v/hite planters into chaos. It might, of course, 
throw numerous British interests into the 
same position. 

Yet, the choice must be madei Prime 
Minister Wilson must adopt a hard line if 
he is to avoid becoming, the head of a 
White Labour Party.

From a Santo Domingo dispatch In the 
New York Times, Ma^J0j^l965. "Forces of 
the Dominican junta captured a rebel radio 
station in Santo Domingo In on attack assist- 
ed by United States troops... American Para- 
troops were seen firing at rebels who were 
retreating." 

Such obvious examples of widespread 
practice of "news management" are not 
easy to find. Philologists and English Majors 
should note the existence of a now obsolete 
word which expresses the same concept — 
lying. 

It is not always so easy to find out just 
what is going on. This example should point 
out the futility of trusting any one source. 
Most universities have a newsstand which 
carries foreign r^ewspapers and assorted 
political periodicals. They also carry some 
of the many things published by feljow 
students throughout the world. It is some- 
thing that McGill clearly needs. 

The bookstore might seem to be the most 
logical place for a newsstand, but. the McGill 
bookstore is not the most logical of places. 
If it were run on sound business principles, 
complete with deals not to undersell anyone 
else, we might end up with Midnight and 
Man'» Action. The Students' Society, in its 
role of educating the student, could set op 
such an outlet. 

Who knows, they might even set up a 
profit.

. fKThe Montreai Star of Tues- 
day, Scptemlièrtaail», 1065 over 
llie slgnaiurc'^of' M. Segal of 
tlie Canadian Union of Stu- 
dents, McGill University, is the 
tliocking information that the 
Union has "an active committee 
(0 work on... Indian. reserva- 
tions". Recently we have seen a .. 
number of young men and wo- 
men tresputing ^ in Caughna- 
waga, and'Mhëy ' Informed us 
that Ihey came from McGill and 
were enquiring about our mo- 
lals, living conditions, sanitary 
and other facilities. In the first 
place this is a vulgar, uninvited 
and illegal intrusion which vio- 
lates our rights under the 
treaties with the Six Nations 
Iroquois Confederacy and the 
Crown, and in the second place 
ttiese students' would spend 
their time much more valuably 
icicarching on the moral con- 
duct, aberrations and other con- 
fusions existing in the minds 
of the students themselves. 

Indians in Canada have learn- 
ed some important lessons. The 
Treaties negotiated with the 
British Crown guaranteed our 
education, welfare, and medical 
care In exchange for peaceful 
occupancy of the land. Now the_ 
Crown must pay its obligations 
in full. Indians are quite 



blems. In Caughnawaga the 
average earnings are far above 
the earnings of the average Ca- 
nadian, and so far we do not 
suffer the mental, emotional, 
and moral problems which seem 
to beset the sophisticated, 
luxury-besotted ' white com- 
munity around us. We have our 
own way of life and our, own 
values; we know that we are 
quite able to speak for our- 
selves and we do not wish any 
Union of Students to Interfere 
in our lives; even well meaning 
Interference Is most unwelco- 
me. We Indians are well aware 
that we will gel nothing more 
than our rights, if that, and the 
only persons who will get what 
is ours for us Is we Indians. 
All Indians would appreciate 
McGill students staying away 
from interfering in our way of 
life just as we respect yours 
and don't try to change your 
religion, values, personal, bu- 
siness and social conduct. Leave 
us alone please. Just' don't be 
interfering tbusyibodieis seeking 
publicity I "rhanks.

Looking at Mustangs individually, it appeared 
Coach Johnny Metras had a potential winner. But 
tho 'Stangs never measured up to their potential 
and were only able to earn one win, 42-27 over 
Toronto, and a tie, 12-12, with McGilL They liioked 
effective in their opening 11-0 loss to ehainplon 
Queen's but were far from impressive in their 
other defeats, 31-7 to Varsity, 20-12 to Queen's and 
56-19 to McGill. 

If Mustangs didn't have a successful season as 
a team, at least several individuals, did. No less 
than eight "Stangs gained all-star nominations, an 

exceptionally high number for a last-place team in 
a four-team league. On offence, fullback Gary 
Cranmcr, centre Doug Mitchell and tackle Mike 
Keenan made the "dream team". Defensive all- 
stars were end Jim llogan, tackle Ross Nicholson, 
linebackers Brent Mundy, and George Chris and 
halfback Robbie Campbell.

.But, on the other hand, Western still has some 20 
lettermcn on their roster and has added former 
Queen's players Tom Beynon and Larry Burridge. 
Beynôn, a e'4", 230-pound tackle, was with Gaels 
the past two years and Burridge, a fullback, uw 
one season of action back in 1061. 

In addition to the four other all-stars and 
Frocsc, returning players include guards lUdi 
Schuize and Bob Hanunill, tackles Dill Imrie and 
Carl Jackson, ends Mike Armstrong and Ai Smith, 
defensive backs Bill Sasso, Vem Lucyk and Robin 
Wearing, middle guard John Tasker, linebacker 
Jim Turner and quarterback Bob Israel. 

Israel, now in his third season, and Rich Haw- 
kins will likely share the qb duties while Burridge, 
Froesc, Campbell and McColl form the rest of the 
backfield. Top line candidates are Smith, Imric, 
Martin, Brcscacin, Schuhe, Jackson and Ilogan 
from left to right end. On defence, 'Stangs have 
Bell, Nicholson, Tasker, Beynon and either Hogan 
or Armstrodg on the line, Chris, Turner and either 
Martin or Hammill at linebacker and can pick 
from among Sasso, Lucyk, Wearing, Campbell and 
Windischmann for tlic backfield. 

Outlook 

Coach Metras rates his team about the same 
as last year's squad. This could mean anytUng 
from a last-place finisher to a potential ciuunpion 
since 'Stangs displayed both these qualities in 
1064. And Hawkins looks like a real bonus. But, 
as usual. Mustangs are unpredictable. Safest bet 
is to say that if they can play up to their capabili- 
ties, second place is possible.
